Judge Bell, 77, Will 
Retire At End Of Term 


Judge Frank A. Bell, 
77, 
of 
Negaunee, presiding judge 
of the 
25th Michigan judiciary circuit for 
the past 19 years, who never miss­ 
ed a session because of ill health 
until the onset of illness last June, 
has announced his intention to re­ 
tire at the end of his present term 
on the bench. 
At his home in Negaunee 
the ! 
jurist who has been described as j 
the dean of Michigan circuit judges 
announced that he will not be 
a j 
candidate for reelection following 
expiration of his term 
of 
office j 
which ends Dec. 31, 1947. 
Judge 
Bell said that his present illness 
is not the reason for his decision 
to retire at the end of his third 
term. He has been ill with a rheu­ 
matic ailment since June. 
Born Nov. 28, 1868, in Calhoun 
county, he received his L. L. B. 
degree at the University of Mich­ 
igan in 1890. Following the gen­ 
eral practice of law at Mason, he 
was appointed judge in the 25th 
judicial circuit by the late Gov. 
Fred W. Green on Oct. 17, 1927. 
He succeeded Richard C. F l a n a ­ 
gan, Norway, on the latter’s ele­ 
vation to the supreme court, and 
was reelected for three terms. 
Although his present term does 
not end until Dec. 31, 1947, 
the 
next election would be in April 
of next year. 
Judge Bell’s district is compos­ 
ed of Delta, Dickinson, Menominee, 
Iron and Marquette counties and 
is the largest in the Upper Penin­ 
sula. It is also one of the most 
heavily populated outside the in­ 
dustrial area downstate and has a 
population totaling 155,000.

Social Aid Budgets 


General increases of 20 per cent 
for food and 15 per cent for cloth­ 
ing to meet increased 
costs 
has 
been approved by 
the 
Michigan 
welfare commission, it

nounced yesterday by A. M. 
Gil­ 
bert, director of the Delta county 
social welfare commission. The in­ 
crease is to become effective Nov. 
I. 
Gilbert said that 
the 
increase 
applies in this county to 185 Aid 
to Dependent Children cases, 875 
Old Age Assistance cases, and 11 


cases of Aid to the Blind. 
The average increase in Aid to 
Dependent Children grants will be 
about $10 per month, 
since 
the 
maximum grant has been 
raised 
from $60 to $70 per month for the 
mother and first child. 
Gilbert stressed that 
recipients 
of Old Age Assistance and Aid to 
the Blind will in no case receive 
more than the maximum grant of 
$40, which cannot 
be 
exceeded.

Berlin— The jittery mood regarding our 
relations with Russia and the possibility 
of an im minent world conflict which seem s 
to have taken possession of the American 
people is largely absent in American o ffi­ 
cial circles here. Yet Berlin happens to be 
among other things, an American m ilitary 
and political outpost deep in the heart of 
Russian-occupied German territory. Were 
the Russian-Ameriean 
crisis 
really 
as 
acute and explosive as so m any in the 
United States appear to believe. 
Berlin 
today would be one of the most fear-rid­ 
den of cities. 
Actually that is not true at all. 
I have 
discovered no important American offi­ 
cial, civilian or military, in Berlin who 
is convinced that war is really around the 
corner. 
Practically all of them feel, how ­ 
ever, that differences over what should be 
done with Germany and tensions result­ 
ing from other disputes that have arisen 
between the two countries w ill continue to 
disturb Russian-Ameriean relations 
for 
possibly a long time to come.

is a good deal less fraternization in Ber­ 
lin between Americans and Russians than 
between Americans and Germans or, for 
that matter, between Russians and Ger­ 
mans.

Washington, D. C.—The cheese 
carriers of Alkmaar have donned 
their centuries-old costumes—an­ 
other sign of postwar recovery in 
the Netherlands. 
As a center of the Edam cheese 
trade, Alkmaar handled as much 
as 200,000 pounds at its Friday 
morning 
markets 
before World 
War II, recalls the National Geo 
graphic Society. The weekly scene 
hoi. always been colorful, thanks 
to the faithful following of local 
traditions. 
The costumed porters carry the 
cheese between ships, market, and 
weighhouse on two-man handbar­ 
rows slung from the shoulders by 
suspenders. 
They 
shuffle along 
with a rapid mincing step design­ 
ed to prevent the 
cheese 
balls 
from 
falling 
off 
the 
barrows 
where they form pyramids weigh­ 
ing up to 350 and 400 pounds. 
Straw' Hats Match Barrows 
In summer these carriers wear 
w'hite linen suits with straw hats 
lacquered green, blue, red, or yel­ 
low to indicate the guild divisions 
to which they belong. Their hand- 
barrow’s 
are 
of 
corresponding 
colors. 
This medieval guild has.a club­ 
room in the old weighhouse where 
pewter mugs line the walls. Beer 
is provided without cost to the 
carriers, who hold a position of 
poor pay but much honor. 
In front of the weighhouse, a 
pre-Reformation 
chapel, 
is 
a 
windy, cobbled square where the 
market is held. The cheese arrives 
by canal barge o. is brought in by 
blue-frocked farmers, whose carts 


are covered 
wdth black leather 
hoods and curtains, highly var­ 
nished. 
On arrival, the glossy yellow 
balls are tossed—often two at a 
time—by skillful cheese throwers, 
and are piled in rows. After pur­ 
chase, the lots are covered with 
tarpaulins. Those 
intended 
for 
shipment abroad are usually taken 
to 
warehouses 
and 
painted 
a 
bright scarlet. 
Retains Ancient Appearance 
Many visitors used to time their 
arrival 
at 
Alkmaar with these 
Friday markets, but the city has 
other features that attract travel­ 
ers. It is a characteristic Dutch 
town w'hose quaint brick build­ 
ings with their steep roofs appear 
much as they did centuries ago. 
Tw'o 
canals and many draw ­ 
bridges 
contact 
narrow 
tree- 
arched streets. The old brick and 
grey stone church of St. Lawrence, 
its tower long gone, has featured 
Alkmaar history since the 15th 
century. The Towrn Hall, built at 
the beginning of the 16th century, 
contains the municipal museum 
of paintings and antiquities. 
Alkmaar w»as never wholly de­ 
pendent on tourist trade, or the 
cheese market. Before the w*ar 
its canning and iron industries, 
foundries and machine shops, and 
shipbuilding yards could support 
the 30,000 population. 
The city’s name, which means 
“All Sea,” dates back to times 
when the community was largely 
surrounded by a morass and lakes. 
The morass has since been drain­ 
ed. Parks have replaced the old
